For a ])ulilic- 
spiiiled soul which inclines an editor 
to wri(e any words expressive of a 
deep fJioiight on his par(, of (he gen- 
eral welfare of deaf-mules, wo niiml 
feel th.inkfiil. And the .Iouunai. 
seems to bo a. mirror for its Editor's 
general intorost in deaf-mutes. For 
ho says in his column on tlio 0th 
iiist : " Articles for inihlication niusi 
he of interest to a great nianv and 
not ft few." Not only thoughtful 
does the editor's general regard seem 
to he. but also wise. l<'or, how can 
more dcaf-mul,os be found in any one 
region, even in the most po|mlous 
Slaie of New York, tliiui in the 
United Slates, of which it is but a 
fraction!' How can a jiart be larger 
than tho whole ? Most enipliatically 
would (hos(^ say " This is an iiu])os"- 
sibility " who have a true idea of the 
coniiti'y-wido dis|»orsion of deaf- 
mutes. The .JouitNAi, is published 
in New York, and pushes its way 
with tho force of wihUire into the 
far-o(T coi'iiens of this wide country. 
Therefore, 4()tl() miles across tlie 
continent it must ootivcj an equal 
sujiply of general news of intorost 
lo every ono of its ro'idera, or many 
of them would gi'iimble at the ])erson"- 
alities of strangers, often Hignificant, 
and might jiroperly throw (he .Iot'[{- 
NAi, a.way without being interested.

How a Michigan Pupil 
Battled for Life. 



THE THRILLING NARRATION OF HER 
PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 



Death, of Another Pupil's 
Brother From Smoke. 



Dear Editor: — Your editoral in 
tho .Iouunai, of last week's issue upon 
tho Michigan fire suffers was of great 
interest. Mr. \\'a.llaci! Krauso de- 
serves great credit for Ins prompt 
action in regard to collecting funds 
for them. I hojio such comments has 
aroused the deaf-mutes in tho Union 
lo a sense of duly to alleviate the 
great sullering of the unfortunates in 
various ways, the sooner the better. 

The readers have no idea how 
much they sulf'er for (he want of food, 
(tlothing and shelter. They must ab- 
solutely be taken care of until »hey 
can lind mati^rials enough to build 
new shanties with, nnd money enough 
to l)uy horses, cows, farniing imple 
ments and feeds for next Sjiring. 

The latest accounts state that, at 
least 9,000 inhabitants have been 
rendered homeless and penniless by 
the tiery t(>mpest ; 300 is reported as 
dead and as many more maimed and 
blinded, and about 2,.")00 houses de- 
stroyed. 

Twx) of the pupils of this Institu- 
tion, both young ladies by the names 
of Mohan jind JJurt. have lost their 
homes by the great lire. Miss Mo- 
han's oldest brother was smothered 
to death in his fruitless endeavors to 
stay the progress of the flames. 
Her youngest brother was lately sent 
to school here for (he reason of her 
parents being unable to support him. 

Miss liurt returned last week, and 
has given me all the infornialion con- 
cerning the fires. According to her 
story 1 think her escape from death 
must have been mir.aculous. She 
spent her vacation with her uncle in 
Sanilac county. Ono day she was 
visiting some friends throe miles from 
homo, and inlended to return home 
in tho evening, but a great fire sud- 
denly sprang up in tho woods. She 
and her friends determined to protect 
their proper(y if possible, and did 
their best to ropol the flumos, but 
seeing tlnit they were utterly power- 
less to save their home or anything 
else, saved their lives by leaping into 
the wells; and after drenching them- 
selves in the water, ran to a largo 
heap of .stones near by and wrapped 
themselves up as best they could aud 
remained theroon several hours. 

Miss Burt said she was terribly 
frightened by the sight of tho ruddy 
glow of conflagration which kept her 
in dot'p suspense. She said she ox 
pouted that the encircling wall of 
flame wliich was drawing so near would 
lift her u[i into olernity. Tlio air was 
filled with smoke that was rising in 
vast clouds from the forests ;- -the 
dense smoke was nearly blinding to 
her eyes aud painrul to hor lungs. 
She siiid that she widiessed the house, 
tho b.arn aud hay slacks enveloped in 
glowing flames ;ind reduced to ashes; 
aud also every brush aud Bhrub 
around the house shared the same 
fate in a veay short time. All the 
hens but ono were roasted svlive. The 
horses and catde wore safe in the 
wide fields I'ieces of burning 
wood and largo H|)arks were flying 
thick in tho air. One of them ignited 
Miss Burl's clothing oi| hor back but 
she quickly extinguished it wiih the 
wattr which her friends had procured 
in pails from the well for ;uiy enier- 
goney. 

She said that the scene was fearful 
(.nd thrilling in tho extremo. She 
and her uncle (bought of each other 
and each sujiposod tho other was 
burned to death. 

After the ih'vouriiig fl.imes had 
pas,sed away, Miss Burt and ail her 
friends walked ono mile to a poor 
settler's log cabin, wliich had escaped 
the tioi'v element, wiiere they vvere 
kindly treated to what food was left in 
it and lodged over night. 

The next day Miss ]}iirt went to 
her uncle's siiid found all tho earthly 
possessions ho bad in tho world wore 
licked up by tho unquonohablo fiend, 
but was greatly rejoiced to see hor 
uncle and aunt alive although the 
sceco of devastation was a very sad 
sight, indeed.

The seventeenth year of the CIctc 
Literary Association has begun very 
favorably, the members are united and 
harmonious and i-esolved to do their 
best for their mutual improvement 
and enjoyment. 

An important business matter has 
been fiimlly settled by putting the 
greater part of the accumulated funds 
in the care of the vestry of St. Sl,e- 
phen's Church (through the Ephplia- 
tha Guild) as a "Hall Fund," for a 
hall for a society in conneotion with 
the ]u'opi)sed church for the deaf in 
Philadelphia. It has been safely in- 
vested in the four per cent loan of the 
City of Philadelphi;i, 

The current management is entrust- 
ed to an efficient Fxecutive Committee, 
who have povver to admit new mem- 
bers at any time. Business meetings 
are to be held only quarterly instead 
of monthly, thus gaining time for 
lectures and literary e.xerci.ses. Thi' 
dues are reduced to 25 cents n 
quarter or one dollar a year, which is 
almost a nominal sum, and much 
cheaper than paying the admission 
foes to the lectures, etc., besides the 
Jileasure of feeling that one is a mem- 
l)or and active supporter flf an old and 
honorable society. The rule requir- 
ing all rtiembers to attend business 
meetings under penalty of a fine, has 
been at)olished. so that only those 
who are iu earnest about managing 
the society well, will bo s<>en at meet- 
ings: it is grjilifying to know thai 
tl'.e attendance hiis been nearly .as full 
as before. 

Gentlemen who h-id been members 
for many years, but recently retired 
because they did not like to be oblig- 
ed to leave their families at evening 
so often, are beginning to rejoin ; one 
of them, Mr. Joseph J. Stevenson, 
has just been re adiuittod. Among 
now members we have the pleasure of 
seeing ]\lr. John K. Lewis. Much 
amu.sement was caused by bis speech 
on admission. He said that while he 
was a pupil ho was told by some of 
the graduates that the C. L. A. was a 
bad society, nnd he resolved nevcx to 
join ; but since ho graduated liis eyes 
have been opened, and he was very 
glad to ask for the privilege of becom- 
ing a member. 

Two lectures have already boon de- 
livered ; the lirst by Mr. Kiosel, of 
the Columbia Institution, has already 
boon mentioned in the .loruNAi,. The 
second was by Rev. H. W. Syle, on 
October 13th, on "Gothic Architecture 
and the Cathedrals of Scotland."' 
The reverend gentleman exjilainod the 
various styles of architecture and the 
periods of Gothic :xrcbitecture, viz : 
Norman, beginning about a.d. 1050 ; 
Karly English or Pointed; Decora- 
tod, and Pei-peiidicular, from until the 
English nation was convulsed in the 
religious and politictd struggles 
beginning with the Reformation. 
He spoke of the societies of workers

Brick-layers command high wages 
as do mechanics, plumbers, etc. Deaf- 
mutes, who are skilled workers, can 
easily obtain employment, but those 
who are lazy or i)nly know a p.art of 
their trade (which is the case with the 
majority of mutes), will find it only 
a waste of time and money to try sind 
obtain work in the Metropolitan City 
where only skilled men or apprentices 
are taken. 

It is said besides the Fuslitution at 
Fan wood and the Institution for 
(ho Improved Insti-uction of Deaf- 
Mutos in N. Y. City, there are several 
private schools. One of these is under 
the charge of Miss Handy, formerly 
an articul.Uion teachei in tlie New York 
Institution. 

"Americus" felt so sure when

Use fresh water. Water that has 
stood in an open dish over night 
should not be used for cooking or 
dnnking, as it will Imvo ubsoihed 
many foul gases.

Takd a new flower-pot, wash it 
clean, wrafi in a wet cloth and set over 
butter, and it will keep it as hard as if 
on ice. MiU, if put into an earthen 
can, or even a tin one, will keep sweet 
for along time, if well wrujij)od in u 
wet cloth. 

Common soda is excellent for 
Kcourino tin, as it v.'ill not scratch 
the tin and will make it look like 
new. Apply with a piece of moistened 
newspaper and polish with a dry piece. 
Wood ashes are a good substitute.
